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Claim Objections 



Claims 1-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 1 appears to be a preamble claim without a claim body. The claim should be 
rewritten in such a way as to differentiate the body of the claim from the preamble. In addition, 
a goal to "a data transmission system" is set forth in the preamble. However, the claim does not 
recite any structure or component(s) associated with the "data transmission system". 
The same comment applies to claims 2-6. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "the attenuation value" in Une 2. It is suggested the phrase 
"the attenuation value" be changed to — ^the attenuation having a value that produces a stop of 
transmission of the first data — . 

Claim 3 recites the limitations "the channel CPICH" in line 2 and "the channel SCH" in 
line 3. It is suggested the phrase "the channel CPICH" be changed to — a Common Pilot 
ChannelfPICI^— . Furthermore, it is suggested the phrase "the channel SCH" be changed to — 



a Synchronization Channel^CH) — . 

Claim 4 can be improved by rewriting the same, for instance, as follows: 
— 4. The transmission system according to claim 1 further comprising: 

a receiver, wherein the receiver comprising a plurality of correlators configured to 
correlate the received data with locally generated spreading codes. — 




Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 VSC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The speciflcation shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The specification of the type "3G TS 25. 2 11" is vague and indefinite as specification 
is subject to change. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by SAMSUNG 
ELECTRONICS CO LTD (WO 00/70803 cited in IDS mailed April 10, 2002). 

Regarding claim 1 ; SAMSUNG teach all the claimed subject matter "second data 
transmitted during a transmission attenuation of the first data", in page 10 Unes 25-26 and page 
11 lines 32-33. 

Regarding claim 2; SAMSUNG further teach the claimed subject matter "stop of the 
transmission", note page 11, lines 32-33. 

Regarding claim 3; SAMSUNG further teach the claimed subject matter "CPICH and the 
second data to the channel SCH", note FIG. 16A. 
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Regarding claim 4; SAMSUNG further teach the claimed subject matter "receiving 
device... re-assembling the transmitted data", note FIG. 20C. 
Regarding claim 5, see claim 1. 
Regarding claim 6, see claim 2.
